Election of Group 

In the Official Action, the examiner restricts prosecution to one of three (3) groups of 

claims. 

Applicant hereby elects Group I, which includes claims 1-30. 
Election of Species 

In the Official Action, the examiner restricts prosecution within Group I to (A) a species 
according to what the match indicator comprises; and (B) a species according to how the match 
indicator is formed (i.e., knitting or by heat transfer).
